Teacher informs 
students of his 
Clinton meeting

; Romulus High School his¬ 
tory teacher Dennis Stoh and 
his wife, Elizabeth, were hon¬ 
ored last week by the local 
school board, following their 
trip to Washington, D.C. where 
they met President Clinton 
and English Prime Minister 
Tony Blair. 

Stoh obtained the invitation 
to meet the first family after 
E-mailing a request to the 
White House recently. 

After receiving the personal 
invitation to the White House, 
Stoh and his wife, who is a 
Northwest Airlines employee, 
arrived in Washington on Feb. 
5. 

A general tour of the White 
House was cancelled that day 
due to Blair’s visit, and the 120 
visitor count was further 
trimmed down to only eight 
persons because the session 
was moved inside due to the 
weather. 

Luckily the Stohs were in¬ 
cluded in the small party and 
were escorted into the China 
Room of the White House by 
Social Department Aide Deb¬ 
bie McGinn. They were asked 
to sign the guest book, check 
their umbrella and hats and 
urged not to ask Clinton or 
Blair for their autographs.

they entered the China Room 
they saw their names taped on 
the floor where they were to 
stand. The local teacher no¬ 
ticed his wife’s name to his left 
and Vice President A1 Gore’s 
name to his right. 

They stood on their desig¬ 
nated spots for photo takings, 
heard the national anthems 
for both nations and welcom¬ 
ing speeches by Clinton and 
Blair. 

Protocol had the Stohs as 
the last persons to leave the 
room. 

Stoh said Clinton told him 
he “highly respected teachers 
and it was an honor for me to 
have you here.” 

After talking about the cere¬ 
mony and the weather, Clinton 
introduced Stoh and his wife 
to Blair. Stoh told Blair that his 
wife’s grandfather once lived 
in London. 

The Stohs were also intro¬ 
duced to the First Lady Hillary 
Clinton, who Stoh said ap¬ 
peared to have a “powerful 
personality.” 

The First Lady asked Stoh 
to extend a special hello for 
her with his high school stu¬ 
dents. 

The Stohs then joined the 
others for a reception follow¬ 
ing the ceremony. Both will re¬ 
turn to Washington later this 
year for a black tie reception. 


Stung by reported public 
surveys that claim that Detroit 
Metro Airport in Romulus is 
outdated and not consumer 
friendly, new Airport Director 
David Katz plans a pro-active 
effort to rid the airport of its 
“worst” image. 

Katz, speaking from his ear¬ 
phone early Tuesday after¬ 
noon, said he does not plan to 
throw stones at the reported 
survey that claims airline pas¬ 
sengers blast the small rest¬ 
room facilities at Metro and 
other non- friendly elements of 
the swiftly growing transporta¬ 
tion hub. 

Meanwhile Wayne County 
Executive Ed McNamara re¬ 
leased information that sev¬ 
eral ^security enhancements 
have now been agreed upon by 
the airport’s top airline, North¬ 
west. 

What adds to the airport’s 
image problems is that the 
most recent press reports state 
that many constant air trav¬ 
elers rate Metro as one of the 
worst in the nation. 


Adding to that are the well 
publicized recent instances 
when single errant passengers 
have voided security pro¬ 
cedures, causing hours upon 
hours of flight delays for thou¬ 
sands of commuters. 

Three major security up¬ 
grades have been reported by 
McNamara, including: 

• up to $500,000 worth of 
electronic, mechanical and 
physical improvements to the 
airports’s security sys- 
tem-^including newer closed 
circuit video cameras that can 
pan and zoom into specific 
areas or features at the air¬ 
port. 

•heightened visibility of air¬ 
port police in the terminal 
areas. 

• additional pressure of 
criminal charges against any 
individual, who intentionally 
attempts to avoid passenger 
screening at Metro Airport. 

Katz explained the up¬ 
grades are designed not only 
to increase security perfor¬ 
mance at the airport, but to 
make passengers visits as 
pleasant as possible. 

Katz has been in a series of 


meetings since a story broke 
Monday that stated a major 
private study of airline travel 
shows that airport users blast 
the outdated facilities at Metro 
including: lack of speed in 
handling passengers’ baggage, 
limited ease in reaching termi¬ 
nal gates, limited availability 
of ground transportation and 
non-quality display of travel 
signs. 

Airport travelers have been 
heard to complain about the 
small size of key Metro Airport 
facilities - particularly the re¬ 
strooms. 

Katz and others recently vis¬ 
ited Fairlane Town Center in 
Dearborn and examined the 
new family style restrooms 
erected there. “Fairlane had a 
problem similar to what we 
are going through at Metro Air¬ 
port,” Katz said, “and have 
made impressive improve¬ 
ments to their restroom facili¬ 
ties.” 

He hinted similar changes 
may occur soon at the airport. 

McNamara and others point 
out that a major $1.6 billion ex¬ 
pansion plan to bring the air¬ 
port into the next century has 


already been planned and 
even cite the fact that Presi¬ 
dent Clinton is a strong sup¬ 
porter of such local airport 
growth. 

Most local residents realize 
that Metro Airport’s continual 
growth has indeed left Metro 
out-of-date compared to other 
cities where airport expansion 
has already occurred. 

Katz said an aggressive plan 
is already underway to rid 
Metro Airport of its low rank¬ 
ings. “We want to make sure 
we’re not on the bottom of the 
list” (anymore) 

He also explained that one 
of the key issues facing Metro 
is that of making the airport 
“the most friendly place on the 
planet.” 

Part of that effort will be to 
“train, train, train” airport per¬ 
sonnel to be more service re¬ 
lated. “We have added about 
three customer service agents 
to the airport,” Katz said. 

“We hope to raise that nu¬ 
mber to 20 in coming months,” 
he added. They will be radio- 
equipped to aid passengers 
and also will carry different 
types of maps for distribu¬ 
tion.” 


Construction project meeting

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Christians seek to kill lethargy

Hadrill said attendance at 
casinos disrupt family life, in¬ 
creases abuse against women 
and usually creates school 
problems for young children. 

The school problems de¬ 
velop from lack of parental in¬ 
volvement, Hadrill said, since 
parents many times spend long 
hours at the casinos. 

She predicted that unless 
efforts to open Detroit casinos 
is defeated in November, com¬ 
pulsive gamblers could defeat 
efforts by Gov. John Engler 
and President Clinton to up¬ 
grade America’s educational 
rates. 

Another speaker, Peter 
Fletcher, head of a major 
credit bureau, revealed he 
learned recently from a major 
bank official that addictive 
gamblers have been found to 
write checks on other persons’ 
bank accounts to cover their 
casino losses. 

Fletcher said he fears that 
practice will increase if local 
casino efforts open in a year or 
two. 

John Mecartney of Detroit, 
who chaired the confab at Met¬ 
ropolitan United Methodist 
Church, said few gamblers 
who travel to Windsor on a reg¬ 
ular basis, will later gamble in 
Detroit. 

“Casino winners in Canada 
usually do not report those 
amounts to the IRS and thus 
will be reluctant to switch to 
Detroit, where such winnings 
will have to be accounted for,” 
Mecartney said. 

He also said many out-of¬ 
city residents feel it will be 
safer to gamble in Windsor 
than Detroit, because of their 
preceptions on crime activity 
there. 

It is ironic that many of the 
concerns listed in recent 
months by Metro area resi¬ 
dents are similar to those 
raised over two years ago by 
then U.S. Senator Paul Simon 
(D-Ill.), who decried the fact 
that gambling was quickly be¬ 
coming the fastest growing in¬ 
dustry in the U.S. 

Simon quoted a high official 
in Nevada, who he said 
claimed “If we could get rid of 
gambling in our state it would 
be the best thing that could 
happen to us. 

“Major corporations that 
might locate their main offices 
here or build their plants here 
don’t do it. They know that 
gambling brings with it serious 
personnel problems,” Simon 
added. 

“What should not be ig¬ 
nored,” Simon concluded, “is 
the fact we have a problem on 
our hands (with the growing 
gambling menace). We need to 
find sensible and sensitive an¬ 
swers.” 

Mecartney said that the 
anti-casino effort to collect 
247,000 voter signatures state¬ 
wide will soon begin releasing 
on a regular basis the number 
of signatures they have col¬ 
lected to date. 

The signatures need to be 
turned into state officials in 
May.

• First stop is St. Thomas, 
the second largest of the U.S. 


Virgin Islands and one of the 
busiest tourist locations in the 
Caribbean. Two of its beaches, 
Magen’s Bay and Coki Beach, 
are two of the best in the Ca¬ 
ribbean. 

St. Thomas with its duty free 
shopping was a hit with pas¬ 
sengers who visited its many 
stores. Gold, diamonds, liquor 
and linens were among the 
bargains offered on the U.S. is¬ 
land, and visitors returned to 
the ship from a day of shop¬ 
ping with many bags and boxes 
of treasures. 

• Se f cond port is St. Barts, 
where French is the official 
language and the franc is the 
official currency. Its coastline 
has 22 beaches, all open to the 
public 

Missing from St. Barts is the 
friendliness that one finds on 
the other islands. Martinique, 
another French island, also 
lacks the smiling faces and 
pleasant greetings that one 
finds on the other islands. Is 
this something they learned 
from the French? Whatever 
the reason, the beauty of the 
island is not reflected in the 
demeanor of its inhabitants. 

• A welcome change of atti¬ 
tude is experienced at the next 
stop, St. Lucia, the second larg¬ 
est of the former West Indies 
Associated States in the Wind¬ 
ward island chain of the East¬ 


ern Caribbean. The majority of 
its 238 square miles is covered 
with dense tropical flora, such 
as hibiscus, fragipani, orchids, 
jasmine and poinciana. 

A tour of the island, La Be¬ 
lle Marigot, brings tourists 
through Castries (the capital), 
through the residential areas 
and to the site where fine batik 
is created. A tour though an 
old Colonial-style house, 
where the builder’s descen¬ 
dants still reside, provides a 
delightful insight in life in the 
early Colonial days on the is¬ 
land. The tour also visits Mar¬ 
igot Bay, a tranquil blue 
lagoon, surrounded by lush 
green hills. 

• After a day at sea, the ship 
arrives in Aruba, a paradise of 
white beaches and clear azure 
water. The port city of Aruba is 
Oranjestad and the official 
languages are Dutch, English, 
Spanish and Papiamento (a lo¬ 
cal language). 

While touring the beautiful 
island, the guide taught us a 
few words of Papiamento: ayo 
(goodbye), bon dia (good morn¬ 
ing), bunita (beautiful), dushi 
(sweet) and sunchi (kiss). 

One of the most popular 
tourist attractions is the 100- 
foot bridge which eroded from 
the coral rock by the contin¬ 
uous action of the waves. The 
Town and Countryside Tour 


takes visitors to the natural 
bridge, Frenchmen’s Pass 
where gold was discovered in 
1824, the Wilheminastraat 
lined with Dutch colonial 
buildings and St. Ann’s 
Church, which has an oak altar 
made in Holland. The island 
has an abundance of divi divi 
trees, which growth all points 
in the same direction. The 
guide tells us that if visitors get 
lost they can find their way 
back to the cruise ship by fol¬ 
lowing the direction that the 
divi divi trees point. 

• Panama Canal, which was 
built at the narrowest point be¬ 
tween the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans, was a great engineer¬ 
ing feat - the digging through 
the Continental Divide, con¬ 
struction of the largest earth 
dam and building of the most 
massive canal locks and larg¬ 
est gates (up to that time) and 
solving enormous environmen¬ 
tal problems. Begun in 1903, 
the canal first opened in 1914. 
The monumental project was 
completed in 10 years at a cost 
of $387 million. Since 1903, the 
U.S. has invested approx¬ 
imately $3 billion in the Canal 
enterprise, two-thirds of which 
has been recovered. On Dec. 
31, 1999, as required by a new 
treaty, the U.S. will transfer 
the Canal to Panama. 

Those who have gone 
through the locks at Sault Ste. 
Marie will find that the experi¬ 
ence of traveling through the 
Panama Canal is similar, but 
on a larger scale. The ship ar¬ 
rives in the morning at Pan¬ 
ama and awaits its turn to 
enter the locks. It requires 
about nine hours for the aver¬ 
age ship to transit the Canal. 
However, our ship entered 
through the Gatun Locks on 
the Atlantic side of the Canal, 
cruised on scenic Gatun Lake 
and then returned through the 
same locks. Ship may continue 
into the Pedro Miguel Locks 
and Miraflores Locks to enter 
the Pacific Ocean. 

When one views the dense 
jungle growth on both sides of 
the Canal, it provides an in¬ 
sight into the difficulty that the 
builders had in constructing 
the Canal. 

Passengers were not permit¬ 
ted to leave the ship, but a 
troop of Panamanian dancers 
boarded to entertain with na¬ 
tive dances. Souvenirs of Pan¬ 
ama also were brought abroad 
for purchase. 

• Ocho Rios, Jamaica, is the 
final stop before returning to 
Puerto Rico. 

No matter which tour visi¬ 
tors choose, it is almost certain 
to include a visit to the 600-foot 
Dunn’s River Falls, where 
tourists are led up the water¬ 
fall by a nimble-footed guide. 
Other tours include river raft¬ 
ing, visiting Montego Bay, 
strolling through the lush, 
tropical gardens at Coyaba 
River Gardens and a visit to 
Discovery Bay where it is 
claimed that Columbus landed 
in 1494. 

Jamaica is also known for

Westland may pay after 
feeble attempt to ruin Skene 


Chuck Skene is a happy guy, today! 

He stood up to the Westland political ma¬ 
chine, and won. Not many of our civil ser¬ 
vants have had the guts to stand tall. No 
one has challenged the machine in a court 
of law and won. No one, that is until the 
former Parks and Recreation director stood 
trial last week and was found NOT Guilty. 

Skene’s problems began when he failed 
to enthusiastically support Mayor Robert 
Thomas and his political cronies. Skene 
did not become part of the clique that runs 
Westland. In turn, he did not contribute his 
share of dollars to the various political fund 
raisers the Clique deemed appropriate. He 
was the odd man in a very tight political 
machine. Mayor Thomas wanted him out. 
He was destined to be scrapped unceremo¬ 
niously. 

In April of 1997, Skene was fired. Mayor 
Thomas and the Clique came up with a bevy 
of charges to trash Skene’s reputation—four 
counts of embezzling nearly $10,000.

Skene left City Hall ashamed and hurt. 
In his heart he felt he had done nothing 
wrong, yet publicly he was standing trial for 
stealing money. He found solace from 
many friends and a job selling advertising 
from Ed Wendover, publisher of the Com¬ 
munity Crier. 

The Wheels of Justice turned slowly over 



the next sever¬ 
al months. 

Skene refused 
offers to settle 
the case out of 
court. He knew 
he had done 
nothing wrong. 

Finally, he had 
his week in court. 

The Prosecution called his former secre¬ 
tary, Nora Herbert to testify for them. In¬ 
stead of telling the jury that Skene took the 
money, Herbert explained that any number 
of city employees were near the money, and 
could have taken it. She theorized that the 
police investigators didn’t do a lot of re¬ 
search and possibly targeted Skene, be¬ 
cause they knew Mayor Thomas wanted 
him fired. 

Her testimony as well as that of former 
Finance Director Michael Gorman, who ad¬ 
mitted that the City could produce no evi¬ 
dence that funds were missing, pretty much 
made it easy for the jury to proclaim Skene 
not guilty. In an unusual show of support, 
the jurors stood up and shook Skene’s hand 
one-by-one after the verdict much like the 
pit crews shook the hand of Dale Earnhardt 
after he won the Daytona 500 last Sunday. 

Now the question in some circles is how 
much money will Skene win when he sues 
Westland for wrongful discharge? Does the 
new city name Skeneland have a good 
“ring” to it? You can bet that smile on 
Chuck Skene’s face is going to last a long 
time. He got the best of the Westland politi¬ 
cal machine, and is in the driver’s seat to 
claim a whole lot more.

Two issues. One important. One not. 

The unimportant issue, of course, is 
Wayne-Westland’s bond. By the time you 
read this, voters will have decided whether 
or not pupils will be guinea pigs for un¬ 
proven computer teaching and babysat in ex¬ 
pensively remodeled buildings. 

‘Twas a choice not worth making because 
the $108-million bond proposal was the 
wrong priority at the wrong time. Instead of 
an educational option, the bond should’ve 
been seen as a symptom of the district’s delu¬ 
sions of grandeur. 

Board members and administrators 
thought that by spiffying up the buildings 
they let run down, and that by putting 
pupils online, they could divert parents’ at¬ 
tention from the district’s poor test scores.

Instead, I’d rather deal with an impor¬ 
tant issue: the demolition of Bray’s, a land¬ 
mark restaurant on Ford Road in Westland. 

Bray’s is best known for its donkey orna¬ 
ment. It’s also known for its fried Belly- 
buster burgers. I’ll concern myself with the 
fiberglass jackass. 

Problem is, Westland’s planning commis¬ 
sion has ordered the donkey inside where it 



will be less 
visible. 

They can 
do this be¬ 
cause Bray’s 
is expanding. 

A bull market 
on Belly- 
busters has 

caused the business to outgrow the small 
restaurant, which consists of a grill and a 
few countertops. 

To expand, the owner had to apply for a 
new site plan. 

Westland’s planners refused to approve 
any designs that featured the donkey out¬ 
side.

Perhaps the solution is to put the donkey 
inside city hall and a statue of Mayor 
Thomas on Bray’s. Better yet put statues of 
all city planners opposed to the donkey on 
area burger joints. Then residents could 
see that not all jackasses are the same. The 
best of the breed, the Bray’s donkey de¬ 
serves to remain outside. It’s not Westland 
without him. 


Journalism loses its way in Zippergate

As I sat in front of my television watching 
the horde of reporters and photographers 
badger and harass star-of-the-hour Monica 
Lewinsky as she desperately tried to leave 
her fathers home to go out and get a bite to 
eat, I realized how the field of journalism 
has drastically changed over the last couple 
decades. 

It has become apparent that today’s na¬ 
tional media is painfully out of touch with 
average America. And it is for this reason 
that a good, local press is so important for a 
community. 

The role of a free press has its origins in 
the infancy of our nation. National icons 
such as Thomas Jefferson and James Madi¬ 
son believed it so essential to have a press 
free of governmental constraints, they in¬ 
cluded such a proclamation in the First 
Amendment, alongside the right to free 
speech and religion. The premise is that 
with a functioning press, the American citi¬ 
zenry would have an outlet to look to, to 
learn about the issues and events that 
shape and affect their lives. 

During the 1960s and 70s, the press may 
have played its greatest role in informing 
everyday, normal Americans that our gov¬ 
ernment’s policies were not in sync with 
what the majority wanted. First the Viet¬ 
nam war was shown to be a quagmire with 


no clear objectives and was essentially a 
killing field for our young sons and daugh¬ 
ters. And then, Tricky Dick and his behind- 
closed-doors operations were discovered, 
and the term Watergate became synony¬ 
mous with governmental corruption and 
American distrust in their political ma¬ 
chine (a symptom that still hangs over our 
heads today). 

Undoubtedly, the national press did a 
commendable job during that period. We 
were glued to our nightly news and daily 
newspapers watching and learning, often in 
disgust, the events unfold. 

Yet, today, the motivating factors which 
drive our press have fundamentally 
changed. The press corps which staked-out 
Lewinsky’s father’s home more resembled a 
pack of ravenous wolves than a responsi¬ 
ble press. These people were so hungry for 
a story, they tried to get Lewinsky to say 
something, anything, that could spiral into 
“news.” One reporter even rear-ended 
Lewinsky’s vehicle (which may give some cred¬ 
ence to the theory that it was a group of “papa- 
razi” that ran Princess Di into a premature 
death). 

What is scary is that this new breed of 
journalism is motivated by the sole factor of 
profit. It is no secret that the corporations

have bought up the majority of our 
major daily newspapers and me¬ 
dia outlets, which is why they now 
all resemble one another. The 
wire service has become one 
of the most important players 
in our major “news” rooms. 
And today, more times than 
not, that wire service is filled 
with gossip and irrelevant sto¬ 
ries. Star magazine and the 
CBS nightly news are looking 
for their stories in the same 
cesspools, a fact which has 
never bothered those at Star, 
but is a disgrace for CBS, once 
the epitome of good journal¬ 
ism. In a time not so long ago, 
the press refused to take pho¬ 
tographs of President Roos¬ 
evelt below the waist because 
he was in a wheelchair. Today, 
however, they go into vivid de¬ 
tail about President Clinton’s 
gentalia. If they had photos, 
they would probably run them. 
Something is wrong. 

Which gets me back to the 
importance of a local press. 
Newspapers such as the MCN, 
don’t treat their readers as 
consumers, but as a citizenry 
that needs to be informed 
about the issues that affect our 
lives (sounds an awful lot like 
vJhat Jefferson intended). We 
need to know if our children 
are attaining a decent educa¬ 


tion, if our local politicians are 
doing the job we elected them 
to do, and if our roads are 
going to be repaired. The so- 
called “sex-scandals” in Wash¬ 
ington don’t really have 
any bearing on our lives. 

Don’t get me wrong, we 
should keep an eye on what goes 
on in Washington. We live in 
the greatest country in the 
world, and our president 
should be the highest repre¬ 
sentative of that legacy. If he 
has engaged in some of the al¬ 


legations that have been made 
against him, we should be out¬ 
raged. But shouldn’t we wait 
until the facts are known? Isn't 
that what good journalism is 
about; reporting the facts and 
not trying to manufacture 
them? 

So, as the national media 
continues to grow into a major 
player in the entertainment in¬ 
dustry, those of us in middle- 
America should increasingly 
turn to the small, local press 
which still bears us in mind 


when reporting stories. Dan 
Rather, one of the big-shots at 
CBS, once wrote, “Many Ameri¬ 
cans really do not want to be 
told what their government is 
doing, anymore than they 
would want to know what went 
into the grinder to make the 
hot dog they are eating.” It 
seems obvious that the na¬ 
tional media has taken this 
statement to heart. Hopefully, 
our local newspapers never 
do.

Skene may sue 
Westland for slander

Being innocent, while being 
painted guilty with a politi¬ 
cally- motivated brush, is 
tough to take. 

Chuck Skene, knowing that 
his father flew in from Florida 
the night before and now sit¬ 
ting in the courtroom behind 
him, tries to hold his compo¬ 
sure while the final summa¬ 
tions of embezzlement charges 
go the jury. 

Skene, his father, and other 
family and friends know that 
he’s innocent. This is the man 
who was named the “Westland 
Citizen of the year” just before 
he was fired and falsely ac¬ 
cused. Ten months later, he 
was sitting through two weeks 
of trial - his personal and pro¬ 
fessional life hanging in the 
balance. 

As Skene’s defense attorney, 
Steve Boak said, “It’s a lot 
harder to go through it when 
you’re innocent, than when 
you’re guilty.” 

Boak understood how his 
client felt to face the City of 
Westland’s five ersatz felony 
charges. But he had no choice 
but to guide Skene through the 
legal system’s maze. 

Then, this past Thursday 
morning, the jury came in after 
two-and-a- half hours... 

“Not guilty,” on all counts. 

It was hard to hide his fa¬ 
ther crying in the courtroom - 
Charlie Skene had come up 
from Florida for the final days 
in court Even when a search 
warrant was served by sur¬ 
prise at the Skene parents’ 
house in Northville, they’d 
stuck by. 

Did Charlie Skene now see 
the 10-month long ordeal for 
his son end Thursday morn¬ 
ing? 

It officially ended with the 
jury’s “not guilty” verdict on 
four counts. (A fifth count was 
thrown out by Wayne County 
Circuit Court Judge Timothy 


Kenny on a directed verdict.) 

But, for a man falsely ac¬ 
cused, when does it really 
end? 

Does it end when the jury 
members waited outside the 
courtroom to shake Skene’s 
hand and wish him well? 

Or does it end a half-an- 
hour later when Skene’s 
friends phone- fanned-out to 
their “network?” 

Does it end when the news¬ 
papers run the stories about 
the “not guilty” verdicts? Will 
it end once Skene’s daughters 
hug him and tell him they 
knew their father was inno¬ 
cent all along? 

Does it end with a victorious 
civil suit against the individ¬ 
uals who, in Skene’s eyes, were 
out to get him? 

Or, does it ever completely 
end? 

Skene admits that he was 
warned about the City of West¬ 
land’s political system when 
he left the City of Plymouth’s 
P&R position four years ago. 
“With a city manager form of 
government, you tend to have a 
more professional city man¬ 
agement and department 
heads - not your cronies or al¬ 
lies,” Skene said. 

And, Skene admits, he knew 
the Westland P&R job was 
called a “graveyard.” No one 
had ever moved to other, 
larger community P&R jobs af¬ 
ter serving in Westland.( In 
fact, one former Westland P&R 
director was fired and then 
ran, and won - for mayor... 
Charles Pickering.) 

But, as City of Plymouth 
P&R director for 19 years, 
Skene knew recreation and 
faced heat there on the City of 
Plymouth residency require¬ 
ments. He needed to land 
somewhere else. 

Westland - home of his new 
wife, Judy, and her sons and 
daughter -- seemed a natural. 

He took the job. 

“I knew what I was walking 
into was a volatile situation - 
especially in parks and recre¬ 
ation,” Skene said. 

Westland Mayor Robert 


Thomas first fired Skene in 
June, 1995, but City Council 
member Sharon Scott backed 
Thomas down. He w as rehired 

Then he was fired on April 
22. Skene said that three days 
later the Westland Deputy 
Mayor George Gillies called 
Barb Polich of the Westland 
Civitans to ask them not to give 
the “Citizen of the year” award 
to Skene. 

“Less than a week before it 
happened, he was telling them 
(the Civitans) that I was being 
charged with embezzlement 
and that I was guilty,” Skene 
said. 

The mayor, who could not 
be reached for comment, was 
quoted as saying Skene was 
not fired because of the em¬ 
bezzlement allegations even 
though he was fired the day 
the Westland search warrants 
were served. 

“He can say that all he 
wants,” Boak said. “But I don’t 
think a civil jury will find it a 
coincidence he was fired 
seven days before they 
brought charges.” 

That’s a very strong hint that 
Skene will be filing a civil law¬ 
suit for being falsely accused, 
for slander, for back pay and 
retirement accrual. 

Westland residents, tax¬ 
payers and employes may feel 
the bite of Skene’s pending 
lawsuit. Some Westland city 
employes have already asked 
whether they’ll be cut back; or 
will Westland taxes be hiked 
to pay off a Skene lawsuit? 

“Maybe they’ll take this out 
of the administrators’ sal¬ 
aries,” Boak chuckled. 

Will the several individuals 
who worked for Westland be 
sued as indivuals too? 

“They should have thought 
of that before,” Skene said 
Monday. 

“Obviously, that’s a big topic 
of discussion over there (at 
Westland City Hall),” Boak 
said. “They may have some 
(personal) immunity on some 
of the charges, but on others 
no (immunity).” 

A Skene lawsuit against 
Westland may also seek dam¬ 
ages that the embezzlement al¬ 
legations destroyed his reputa¬ 
tion in the P&R profession - 
even though the jury found 
him “not guilty.” “From a P&R 
standpoint I still think I’ve 
been politically assassinated,” 
Skene said after his acquittal. 

“I’d be very surprised if I 
could ever find a recreation 
job.” 

But there are other hurts 
that Skene suffered too. Even a 
civil suit might not right those 
wrongs, he admits. 

Take, for example, how 
Skene’s daughter learnned of 
the charges against her father. 

“I was fired at 11 a.m. on 


April 22. Somehow The Detroit 
News heard about it and star¬ 
ted trying to find me,” Skene 
said. 

Even though Skene had 
since remarried, “The re¬ 
porter, Manny Lopez, called 
my ex-wife’s house in Plym¬ 
outh and got the recording. He 
left a message that said, ‘Yes, 
Mr. Skene, I’d like to have a 
comment from you on your dis¬ 
missal and the upcoming em¬ 
bezzlement charges,’ “ Skene 
said. 

“Guess who got the record¬ 
ing first - my (then) 11-year-old 
daughter, Cathy,” Skene said 
angrily. “I didn’t even get a 
chance to tell her. This didn’t 
endear me to newspapers,” he 
added. 

And the charges themselves 
angered Skene. 

Seized in the search of his 
parents’ house was a copy of 
Spartan magazine. 

“They tried to allege that 
was gambling paraphanalia,” 
Skene laughed. 

Boak didn’t think the “Key¬ 
stone Cops” allegations were 
at all funny. 

“I specifically asked the of¬ 
ficer what it (Spartan maga¬ 
zine) had to do with this case,” 
Boak said. “He didn’t have any 
idea. He just thought it had to 
do with this case because it 
had sports statistics in it. 

“The prosecution alleged 
some $30,000 in gambling 
(losses). There was no proof 
that he lost a dime,” the attor¬ 
ney argued. “For example, if 
he went to an ATM at the ca¬ 
sino, say he got $200... they say 
it was a $200 loss but they don’t 
know what he did with the 
money.” 

“Their whole surveillance 
(of Skene) was a joke,” Boak 
said. 

The “evidence” submitted 
by the prosecution offended 
Skene and Boak. “If there 
were two ways to look at some¬ 
thing, they always construed it 
against Chuck,” the attorney 
said. 

Boak said that the “evi¬ 
dence” offered by the prosecu¬ 
tion never even proved money 
was missing, let alone whether 
his client had taken any 
money. 

The prosecution tried to im¬ 
ply that Skene took money 
from the city’s funds. 

“They changed their story 
three times in this to. try to 
make something fit,” Skene 
said. 

“Now you tell me they 
weren’t trying to throw some¬ 
thing against the wall and see 
if anything would stick.” 

The jury didn’t buy it. 

Key testimony that appar¬ 
ently swayed the jury toward

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Seniors on the go

I’ve never been in favor of 
placing people in categories, 
especially in age groups. Once 
people are grouped in a cate¬ 
gory, people tend to generalize 
about their characteristics, 
and myths spring up about 
how “all senior citizens do this 
or all retirees are like that.”

sengers were Snowbirds from 
the Northwest, Central States 
and Northeast. They live in 
their home states through the 
summer and early fall and 
then move to Arizona, Nevada 
and Florida (most of them) or 
New Mexico and Texas. Even 
through their winter havens 
boast of pleasant tempera¬ 
tures, many Snowbirds fly off 
to the cruise ships in mid¬ 
winter for a tropical vacation.

Clinical symptoms usually can not 
distinguish the type of viruses. 

Detecting viruses is time consuming and costly procedure and 
usually do not contribute much to patient care. Viruses transmitted 
by droplets and contaminated towels and hand shakes. 

Prevention can be achieved for few of the viruses by getting 
yourself vaccinated from Sept, to Nov. Small premature babies, 
seniors, people with chronic heart, lung and neurologic diseases 
are strongly recommended to get vaccinated every year. 

There is no specific treatment. Tylenol-Motrin-Sudafed, 
decongestant sprays are good. If you don't feel better by 7-10 days, 
please see your doctor to determine if you have complications 
requiring further investigations and measures. 

Rest and drink plenty of liquid, really helps most of the people.

Skene came from his former 
secretary, Nora Herbert. Al¬ 
though she was called by the 
prosecution, she testified that 
monies from recreation funds 
were handled by many West- 
land employes in both the 
P&R and finance departments. 

Herbert, whose husband, 
Kent, was recently fired as 
Westland’s personnel director, 
has repeatedly said she be¬ 
lieved her former boss was 
“targeted” unjustly. 

Now, with the jury acquit¬ 
ting Skene, is Nora Herbert in 
danger of her Westland job? 

“I’m really concerned about 
Nora (Herbert) and Margaret 
(Martin, the therapeutic recre¬ 
ation supervisor),” Skene said. 
“I’ve seen this administration 
can be very vindictive. These 
were two people who stood by 
the truth under 10 months of 
pressure.” 

Skene said Martin was 
threatened with dismissal if 
she didn’t turn over records of 
the non-profit Therapeutic 
Recreation Boosters Club. “It’s 
pretty scary stuff that the city 
thinks they can get away with 
that.” Skene warns his West- 
land neighbors. 

“I think it’s time for the citi¬ 
zens of Westland to take a good 
look at what this administra¬ 
tion has caused with division 
of different parts or sections of 
the community,” he said, citing 
the current feud between 
Thomas and the Westland 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“It’s an ‘us’ versus ‘them’ 
mentality,” he added. “It’s not 
everybody working together. 
You’re only right if you’re 
working with us.” 

Obviously, Thomas felt 
Skene was no longer on the 
‘His” side.
